5 ts al then of Goshen, for 
$600, said yesterday: “St. Juiien was 
a natural-born trotter; he never knew 
how to strike any other guit. I spent 
many a day with Mr. Dunning and I 
know all about the horse, and Hickok 
never would have bought him if he 
was not just what I tell you. Of 
course St. Julien is a wonder, and hi- 
full brother, St. Reuw, now owned, I 
think, by Dr. H. A. Pooler, owner ‘of 
the Gushen Driving Park, and being 
handled by the man, if any one, who 
made St. Julien a trotter—Billy Sar- 
geant—is likely to be another. Now, 
if you want the full history of the 
eatly life of St. Jutien, which has 
never been published, I can give it to 
you. Joe Dunning raised both horses | 
on his farm between Denton and Mid- 
dietown, this county. There is about 
one year between their ages, and Vo!- 
unteer is their father. Both horses 
were driven together in a team for a 
long time, d ing farm work, road driv- 
ing and marketing. They were then 
colts, and Joe Dunnivg had no idea 
that he had such 

VALUABLE TROTTERS. 


Neither were nervous to speak of. 
Indeed, and especially St. Julien,thev 
were ds docile and quiet as celts could 
possibly be. One of the principal 
features of the team's daily work wus 
driving milk to the railroad station. 
This was how St. Julien was broken 
into harness, and was about the fi st 
work he ever did; in fact it was, I 
think, a milk wauon that he first haul- 
ed along the road behind him and.thut 
too, when he was colt. Many a time 
I have driven tha team to the station 
with milk myself, and St. Julien 
never thought of striking anything but 
atrot.

Now if there 
had been any nervousness about him 
do you suppose we'd started! We 
hadn’t the least trouble with him. 
And so it was always with St. Julien, 
until Joe Dunning sold him. The

How the Ranchers are Killing Them 
Uut—-Aa Appeal forthe esel vation 
: ofthe Fish, 


BEOWAwE, Nev., Sept. 9, 180. 

Editor Gazette — In you: Weekly 
issue of the 2d irst, I notice an ar- 
ticle headed Cruel Waste,” calling 
attention to the incursions made upon 
the finny tribe by the ranchers and 
stockmen along the Humboldt, who 
divert its waters for irrigating purpo- 
ses hy means of dams and ditches. 
You are correct in stating that tons of 
fi-h perish on this account alone, and 
we near the hend waters, are beginning 
to reulze the baneful effects of this 
wilful and wholesale work of destruc 
tion. Several years ago the most in- 
exnerienced di-ciple of Isank Walton 
amongst us could go out any d y and 
return with a goodly sized string of 
large trout in a comparatively short 
time, whilst now, one may fish all day 
and find nothing on his heok but the 
bait, and return home with the pro- 
verbial (Eastern) ‘‘fisherman’s luck,” 
often having devoted a whole day to 
the sport (?). I could point ont a 
number of dims unprevided with 
“ladders,” and ditches without screens, 
particularly destructful are tne latter. 
[ have seen the water tarned off ata 
certain ditch, in the fall, and thons- 
ands of young fish, of all kinds inhab- 
iting the Humboldt were destroyed. 
Is there no law to bring these men, 
ivnsttumental in bringing about this 
wholesale fish-killing, to understand 
that though they have the privilege to 
use the water, they have no legal right 
to destroy all it contains?” I hope 
you will not let up on these fellows 
until they are compelled to protect, 
instead of destroying these fish, and I 
think all who are, like myself, a lover 
of the enjoyment incidental! to a dav's 
fishing now and then, will heartily in- 
dorse your advice.

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A Brave Miner's Exploit.

OLD WINNEMUCCA DEAD, 


According to Reports Among the Indi- 


ans--He is suid to Have Been Mur- 
dered. 

For a few days past a report bas 
been in circulation among the Piute 
Indians on Pyramid Lake reservation 
that old Wiunemucca is dead, aod 
that he met the Destroyer under very 
mysterious and suspicious circumstan- 
ces, indicating foul play. It seems 
that many years ago this old deer 
hunter hunted and caught a dear, 
which he took to his wigwam,a dusky 
mate from one of the Indian tribes iu 
Oregon, and by whom he had one 
daughter. This daughter, as the 
yeurs rolled on, grew to woman’s es- 
tate, and in due time gave her heart 
and hand in marriage to one of the 
tribe to whiich her mother belonged. 
A few weeks ago, as the story 1uns, 
old Winnemucca on his way, per- 
haps, to Malheur reservation, visited 
the tribe where his daughter resides, 
aud urged her to leave her house and 
husband and accompany him on his 
journey. To this the daughter, her 
husband dnd, in fact, all her kith and 
kin, objeoted. After repeated urgings 
and reiusals the old warrior departed 
on n pony. taking with him, however, 
u gun belonging to his son- iu-law. 
His expectant friends, failing to greet 
his arrival as they hoped, in-tituted a 
search for the missing chief. He 
could not be found, In a few days 
the pony which he rode away returned 
to camp without its rider, but with 
blood plainly visible on his side. The 
Indians followed back the trail by} 
which the pony retarned, and soon 
found the lifeless body of the old man 
prone upon the ground, but revealing 
wounds sufficient to show that death 
had not resuited from natural causes. 
Such is the story, whether true or 
fal-e, of the tragic fate of one of the 
oldest representatives of the Piutes, 
whose life end deeds are wrought into 
the history of his tribe, whose gravity 
wus morc than equalled by his vanity, 
and who usually gave his name as 
*H-e-a-p Old Winnamucca.”’
